Wilmington Skaters [Planning Board Adopts Strict Regulations 


| To Control Real Estate Sub-Divisions 


Following more than a year’s planning and preparation, the 
Wilmington Planning has adopted a set of strict regulations for 
| the control of local real estate sub-divisions. The comprehensive 
report recently released by the Planning Board through its 
Chairman, Edward C. Manning, is as follows: 

“At a special town meeting held in “December, 1949, the 
Town adopted Sections 81A-Y of Chapter 41 of the General 


| Laws providing for “An Improved Method of Municipal Plan- 


ning.” This action is mandatory for towns which have attained 


ties for all towns. These statutes require the town to develop a 


Master Plan which shall later 


be submitted to the voters for 


be altered, relocated, or added to except after investigation by 
the Planning Board, public hearing, and a vote of the Town as- 
sembled in Meeting. The statute does not set a time limit on the 


development or adoption of such a plan. 


“The Planning Board has caused 
to be prepared a new map of the 
Town which brings up to date 
formation that has lacking 
from older maps prepared by pri- 
vate parties. The Board considers 
this map as still being in the study 
phase. It has been released to some 
Town officers and employees for 
Ne study, and soon will be releas-

The Board desires that all 
who detect errors or omi 
sions on the map should call thes 
to the attention of the Secretary, 
Henry J. Lawler of Adams Street.

“The General Laws also provide 
in detail for the better control by 
the Town over the development of 
sub-divisions, To implement this 
control the powers of a Board of 
Survey, which were formerly vested 
in the Selectmen of Wilmington, are 
transferred to the Planning Board. 
This means that anyone wishing to 
subdivide his land into two or more 
parcels or lots for purposes of sale 
in such a way that provision of a 
street is m 'y i ccess to 
|these lots, he must make applica- 
tion and submit preliminary plans 
of his proposal to anning 
Board. A fee of $6.00 is required to 
cover the expense of advertising and 
holding a hearing, Such a hearing is 


public, and the immediate abuttors 
are given personal notice of the 
time and place of the hearing. After 
the hearing, or before the Planning 
Board inspects not only the plans 


but also the site, and finally ren- 
ders a decision cither to approve the 
final plan or réject it, or to give ap- 
proval subject to stated restrictions. 

“The vote of the Planning Board 
and the plan signed for approval are 
both recorded in the Registry 
Deeds. The Registry will not give 
a deed for land sold in violation of 
the restrictions imposed by the 
Board, or without a plan showing its 
approval.

They also are 
required to supply house numbers 
for each lot. Much confusion exist: 
ing in the past can thus be e 
ted. House numbers were originally 
set up in this town on the basis of 
one number for every 50 feet of 
frontage so as to provide for older 
lots of less than 100 feet existing 
before the Zoning By-Law and 
Which the owner could not add to 
from other adjoining land owned 
by him, The 50-foot unit was also 
necessary to take care of those 
sections of the town which are 
zoned to permit 50-foot lots. These 
sections adjoin industrial areas. In 
new developments on new streets it 
is the custom now to allot one 
house number for each 100 feet of 


frontage unless the development 
should be in an area where 50-foot 
fronts are permitted 

“A point that should be kept clear- 
ly in mind is that the Board of 
Survey powers possessed by the 
Planning Board are limited to the 
control of proposed private ways. 
The Selectmen as in the past, acting 
under statutory powers given the 
Board of Selectmen, are still res- 
ponsible for laying out public ways. 


They must, however, before laying 
out a way submit their plans to the 
Planning Board for approval, but 
they are not bound to follow the 
recommendations ot the Planning 


Board. A clear distinction should be 
made between laying-out. They 
neither need to have a vote of the 


Town to lay out a way nor are they 
bound by such a vote to lay out a 
way. On, the other hand, having 
laid out_a way, they must submit it 
to the Planning Board for approval 
d then present it to the Town 
ting for acceptance. Acceptance

The Easter Seal 
Agency Plans 
Drive For Funds 


Advances ‘in the care and treat- 
ment of crippled children and adults 
during the past half century have 
been so great that the next 50 
years should see practically every 
crippled child growing up as & more 
useful, contributing member of so- 
ciety, Charles S. Wilson, Executive 
Director of the Bay State Society 
for Crippled and Handicapped, Inc., 
the Easter Seal Agency, said today. 

In a statement summing up 1950 
activities of his organization, which 
has taken on the responsibility of 
filling the UNMET needs of crip- 
pled and handicapped persons in 
the state, Mr. Wilson said: 

“Significant of this advance in 
professional care of the crippled 
child and adult is the fact that the 
Bay State Society, supported by 
the funds raised in its annual 
Easter Seal campaign, gave direct 
services to more than 550 crippled 
persons during the past year, thus 
exceeding any previous service re- 
cord.” 

This figure includes a total ot 
425 new specific case services pro- 
cessed during the year, for whom a 
program of rehabilitation was de- 
signed. 

The Society maintains a rehabili- 
tation workshop in Worcester, 
treatment-training centers in Fall 
River and Springfield whi 
cialize in a program of physical, oc- 
cupational and speech therapy, ed- 
ucation and social adjustment, and 
carries on a homebound. program, 
summer camp vacations for crip- 
pled youngsters, and educational 
programs for parents of the handi- 
capped, Mr. Wilson explained. 

Cost of these and other services 
this past year reached the figure 
of $205,000 which represents the 
amount raised in the 1950 Easter 
Seal drive.

They 
want to support services for those 
children voluntarily and see to it 
that as the crippled child grows 
up, he is able to live as a vital 
member of his family, his commun- 
ity and his nation, ultimately be- 
coming a contributing member of 
society.” 

Among the services rendered by 
the Bay State Society are public 
education about the problems of 
the crippled and what can be done 
for them, improved public attitudes 
toward the crippled, education ot 
physicians, nurses, _ therapists, 
teachers, and others who serve the 
crippled directly, and special edu- 
cation programs for those who live 
with the crippled, primarily their 
parents.

That is 
why people who stand a great’ deal 
such as waitresses, salespersons, 
policemen, train and street con- 
ductors, often suffer from varicose

cured in any climate. 

There was a time when people 
thought it was necessary for the 
tuberculosis patient to go off in 
search of some far-aistant “magic 
climate” if he expected to be cured. 
But there is no “magic climate” in 
the treatment of tuberculosis 

Today we know that complete 
rest, which is best obtained in a 
tuberculosis hospital under medical 
supervision, is a major factor in 
arresting tuberculosis—not a “spe- 
cial climate” as was once believed. 

As a matter of fact, many doc- 


tients today have access to good 
care in a tuberculosis hospital with- 


sometimes in the counties in which 


own home town. 

Tuberculosis is a long-term di 
sease, and travel can involve need- 
less loss of time in curing as well 
as unnecessary expense. Moreover, 
a needy patient may be eligible 
for free or low-cost treatment in 
his own locality. 

In most cases, it is advisable for 
the patient to be near home so that 
it is easier for his family and 
friends. to visit him. Far away from 
home, visits from those he knows 
and loves will be few, and the 
patient may become lonesome and 
restless, possibly delaying his fight 
back to health, 

Dry air, mountain air, the pine 
country, or scenery alone never 
cured tuberculosis, The basic treat- 
ment is rest in a tuberculosis hos- 
pital and the best type of fresh ait 
for the tuberculosis patient is gen~ 
etally the kind found “near his 
home.
